Swenson  who  has  recently  made 
definite  arrangements  for  seven  of  the 
numbers  to  be  presented  during  the 
year. 

Mr.  Edwin  Whitny,  a reader  of  ex- 
traordinary ability  will  give  the  first 
number,  November  12th.  Mr.  Whit- 
ney is  well  known  in  this  community 
and  his  entertainment  will  no  doubt 
be  of  a very  high  class. 

The  second  number  will  be  present- 
ed November  18th.  It  will  consist  of 
a musical  entertainment  by  Mme. 
Scotney,  a noted  American  soprano 
soloist  and  assisting  artists. 

On  December  15th,  Maurice  Hindus, 
a Russian  lecturer  will  deliver  a dis- 
course on  some  phase  of  Russian 
life.  This  will  be  followed  February 
16th  by  a lecture  from  Gutzon  Borg- 
lum,  nationally  known  artist  and 
sculptor.

MISS  SUMMERHAYS 
WILL  BEGIN  GLASS 
SYSTEM  TONIGHT

Miss  Margaret  Summerhays,  noted 
soprano  soloist  and  teacher  of  voice 
culture,  is  desirous  of  meeting  all 
students  who  are  interested  in  vocal 
training  this  evening  at  7 o’clock  in 
room  230-C. 

Miss  Summerhays  has  recently  re- 
turned from  New  York  City  where 
she  has  been  singing  and  teaching  at 
intervals  for  several  years.  While  in 
the  metropolis  she  came  in  contact 
with  one  of  America’s  greatest  vocal 
trainers  who  has  worked  out  a sys- 
tem of  class  instruction  for  singers 
which  Miss  Summerhays  believes  is 
revolutionary  in  voice  methods.  This 
method  she  would  like  to  explain  to 
those  interested  in  voice  culture 
Wednesday  evening. 

Tracy  Y.  Cannon,  noted  assistant 
organist  of  the  Sat  Lake  Tabernacle, 
while  in  New  York  was  invited  by 
Miss  Summerhays  to  visit  the  vocal 
class  then  under  way  in  that  city. 
When  Prof.  Cannon  became  ac- 
quainted with  the  method  he  said,  “It 
was  made  especially  for  our  people.” 

This  fall  when  Miss  Summerhays 
returned  to. Salt  Lake  City,  Professor 
Cannon  insisted  that  she  organize 
classes  under  the  direction  of  the  Mc- 
Cune  School  of  Music. 

“There  are  three  very  good  reasons 
why  class  instruction  is  best  for  be- 
ginners and  those  who  have  not  ad- 
vanced too  far  in  vocal  work,”  Miss 
Summerhays  said.  “They  are:  (1) 
Students  are  less  self-conscious  in 
groups  than  when  alone.  Together 
they  study;  alone  they  imitate.  (2) 
The  group  lesson  from  the  very  out- 
set gives  the  student  a chance  to  sing 
to  an  audience  exclusive  of  his  teach- 
er; this  develops  self-confidence  and 
poise  from  the  start.  (3)  It  is  cheaper 
and  within  the  reach  of  all.  Of  course 
it  cannof  take  the  place  of  private  in- 
struction. When  a student  advances 
he  needs  special  attention,  but  during 
the  early  stages  of  his  training  he  had 
as  well  work  with  a group  as  not.”

EXPERIENCES  IN  Y 
SENIOR  COURT 


Suit  was  entered  last  Friday  in 
Judge  Maeser’s  Court  against  thirty 
Freshmen  charged  with  violation  of 
the  Homestead  Act,  and  misconduct. 
The  verdict  “guilty”  was  returned  by 
the  judge  in  twenty-four  of  these 
cases,  five  were  absent,  and  the  deci- 
sion in  favor  of  one. 

The  plea  for  clemancy  on  the  part 
of  Ada  Anderson,  alleging  that  her 
failure  to  wear  a ribbon  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  twenty-fifth  was  due  to 
two  causes:  first,  that  she  considered 
attendance  at  classes  more  important 
than  going  home  after  the  ribbon  she 
had  left;  second,  that  the  bookstore 
was  out  of  ribbon  which  prevented 
her  buying  another.  Judge  Maeser 
granted  the  plea  and  the  case  was 
dismissed  without  further  action. 

The  charges  in  most  cases  was  the 
failure  to  wear  ribbons  and  caps  of 
the  cherished  color,  or  intrusion  into 
forbidden  places. 

There  were  cases  of  freshman 
youths  who  had  obeyed  the  call,  “Go 
West  young  man,”  and  maids  of  the 
same  rank  who  had  not  arrived  at 
years  of  discretion.  But  Judge 
Maeser  after  listening  to  the  pleas  of 
color-blindness,  lack  of  knowledge, 
and  others,  returned  the  verdict  of 
guilty  in  most  cases. 

Clarence  Ashton  entered  a plea  of

CEEDS THOUSAND 
COLLEGE  STUDENTS 


119  Apply  for  Graduation; 
Figures  Above  all  Previous 
Y Records. 


If  a bee  hive,  healthy  and  thriving, 
and  beautiful,  crowded  with  hearty, 
energetic  little  workers,  and  humming 
with  constant  unselfish  activity,  could 
be  taken  from  their  insect  relationship 
and  reestablished  in  the  realm  of 
humanity,  the  resulting  product  would 
be  very  similar  indeed  to  B.  Y.  U.  of 
1925,  was  the  expression  of  one  who 
looked  at  “Y”  from  the  outside. 

Eleven  hundred  and  seventy-five 
students  are  busying  to  and  fro  in 
the  halls  today,  hungrily  tasting  the 
sweets  of  learning  where  offered,  but 
nevertheless  constantly  contributing 
their  share  to  the  institution’s  store. 

Of  these  eleven  hundred  seventy- 
five  students,  one  thousand  forty-six 
are  registered  in  the  college  proper, 
the  remaining  one  hundred  twenty- 
nine  belong  to  the  high  school.  This 
unusual  student  body  is  gleaned  from 
all  over  the  state,  and  every  section  is 
well  represented.  Many  students  hail 
from  other  states  and  one  comes  to 
us  from  the  Tonga  Islands. 

The  students  %re  registering  quite 
normally  in  the  various  colleges.  To 
date  approximately  three  hundred 
sixty  individuals  belong  to  the  college 
of  education;  two  hundred  seventy- 
five  to  the  college  of  arts  and  sci- 
ences; two  hundred  to  the  college  of 
commerce;  one  hundred  to  applied 
sciences  and  eighty-five  to  the  newly 
instituted  college  of  fine  arts. 

There  has  been  received  to  date, 
twenty-two  applications  for  gradua- 
tion in  the  college  of  education;  forty 
applications  in  the  college  of  arts  and 
sciences,  and  twenty-two  in  the  col- 
lege of  commerge;  thirty-two  in  ap- 
plied sciences  and  fifteen  in  the  col- 
lege of  fine  arts. 

Both  the  number  registered  and  ap- 
plications for  graduation  are  far  in 
advance  of  all  previous  registration 
records  of  only  two  weeks  duration. 
Which  fact,  undoubtedly  speaks  very 
favorably  for  the  progress  of  B.  Y. 
U.

THE  “Y” 

During  Council  meeting  Friday  evening, 
the  suggestion  was  presented  that  the  plain 
“Y”  be  restricted  entirely  to  competitive  ac- 
tivities of  the  student  body.  At  the  present 
time,  we  have  in  the  constitution,  very  defin- 
ite provisions  as  to  the  giving  and  wearing  of 
the  block  “Y”,  but  nothing  pertaining  to  the 
plain  “Y”. 

The  plain  “Y”  is  given  for  all  competition 
within  the  student  body,  while  the  block  “Y” 
is  restricted  to  the  graduates,  the  Block  “Y” 
Club  and  competition  in  intercollegiate  ac- 
tivities. Investigation  has  revealed  that  num- 
erous clubs  and  departments  on  the  campus 
are  giving  each  year,  to  their  members,  pins 
or  rings  with  a “Y”  incorporated  in  the  emb- 
lem, which  in  the  majority  of  cases,  merely 
signifies  club  membership. 

The  question  has  now  been  raised,  does 
not  this  extensive  use  of  the  “Y”  in  these  pins 
cheapen  the  letter  for  those  who  spend  a good 
portion  of  their  time  in  some  student  body  ac- 
tivity? As  far  as  the  council  is  concerned  the 
question  has  been;  tabled  for  further  considera- 
tion. The  Y News  would  like  to  hear  some 
opinions  on  the  matter  from  the  general  stu- 
dent body,  as  one  council  member  says,  “the 
change  would  have  its  virtues  and  its  vices,” 
therefore  we  feel  that  the  student  body  should 
be  given  opportunity  to  express  itself. 

Under  the  present  system,  Young  no 
doubt,  receives  some  benefit  in  the  way  of 
advertising  when  each  club  member  wears 
his  “Y”  pin  in  his  home  town  or  wherever  he 
may  be.  But,  one  may  ask,  is  the  advertising 
given  through  this  medium  really  a very  sig- 


nificant item  when  weighed  against  the  honor 
that  a “Y”  should  represent?  The  use  of  the 
“Y”  in  a club  emblem  also  serves  to  connect 
a club  more  officially  with  this  school.  This 
factor  in  many  cases  makes  the  pin  a valuable 
asset  to  the  owner  since  it  serves  as  an  ex- 
cellent recommendation  to  certain  employers. 
If  these  same  employers,  who  prefer  “Y”  stu- 
dents, knew  that  a “Y”  could  be  secured  only 
by  honor  students,  would  this  emblem  serve 
as  even  better  recommendation?  A third 
point  causing  some  to  hesitate  at  making  such 
a proposed  change  is  the  same  objection  to 
all  new  chances.  It  may  disturb  somewhat 
the  existing  order  of  things  and  undo  much 
that  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  few 
years.  However,  many  are  of  the  opinion  that 
though  such  temporary  troubles  may  arise, 
yet,  the  value  of  the  plain  “Y”  will  be  so  in- 
creased that  it  is  worth  this  disturbance  to 
put  the  plain  “Y”  up  where  it  belongs. 

This  increased  value  of  the  letter  would 
make  competition  keener  in  all  activities.  If 
such  a change  were  effected,  everyone  would 
know  that  any  person  wearing  a “Y”  pin  was 
a Brigham  Young  University  honor  man  and 
not  merely  a member  of  some  school  organi- 
zation. At  the  present  time,  some  of  the  club 
and  fraternity  pins  would  easily  be  taken  by 
the  casual  observer  to  be  an  honor  pin  issued 
by  the  student  body.  Is  this  situation  fair 
to  those  who  have  won  an  official  honor  pin?

Service  may  be  secured  also 
on  any  other  contests  the  students 
might  wish  to  have,  such  as  impor- 
tant football  contests  between  large 
colleges  elsewhere  in  the  United  States 
of  the  world  baseball  series. 

The  board  itself  is  six  and  one-half 
by  eight  feet,  with  a large  margin  left 
on  all  sides  for  any  advertisements 
that  might  wish  to  be  placed  there.
